Modern Poetry Talk 
Given By Dylan Thomas

In an hour's reading of Modern 
poclry as well as some of his own, 
Dylan Thomas, a contemporary 



Welsh poet at present on a lec- 
ture tour In United States, last 
night spoke to a group of students 
and faculty members in the Phy- 
sical Science Centre ' Auditorium. 
He was brought to McGlll "by 
SCOPE, the Cultural Committee 
of the S.E.C.. 

"I am here tonight' to read some 
of my own poetry' and that . of 
other Modern poets with comment 
whenever It may or mayn't be ne.

on their own feel," Dylan Thomas 
slated. 

He opened his reading with a 
short commentary on his youth re- 
ferring to his early poetry as ' ex- 
plosive outbursts of a boyly boy in 
love with. the shape and sound of 
words." . 

As a young man, the Speaker said, 
he read Indiscriminately, whatever, 
he cared to read. He then began to 
Imitate the works of writers thaï 
he enjoyed, attempting anything. 
He said that "If Milton hadn't writ- 
ten Pnradlse Lost, I would even had 
had a shot at it." 

He commented that his work was 
always experimental, using the past 
tor Inspiration. Thomas said that he 
could not remember what Impulse 
drove him to write, his earliest 
poems calling them "hurly-burly, 
lamenting and even lamentable." 

"The only thing that matters of 
poetry is the enjoyment of it and 
the eternal movement behind it. It 
is the function of the poet to ex- 
press joy and tragedy and the cel- 
ebration of man and God, which 
may be the same celebration," 
Thomas said.'

Society to Hold 
'Springsong* 

The Polovetslan Dance-Choruses 
by Borodin will be one of the 
major works to be sung by members 
of the McGlll Choral Society when 
they present ' their second annual 
concert, "Sprlngsong," on Saturday 
March 22nd In the Currie Gym. 

Alexander Borodin, a member of 
the nineteenth century Russla/i 
School of Five, which, includes 
Rlmsky-Korsakoft and Moussorg- 
sky, was not a prolific composer. 
His one operatic composition, 
"Prince Igor," was left unflnishec 
at his death. The task of com- 
pleting it was undertaken by 
Rlmsky-Korsakoff and Glazounolf, 
the result being one of the finest 
examples of Russian dramatic 
music. From this opera, a suite of 
dance-choruses has been arranged 
with fine effect. portraying 
admirably the blend of oriental 
sensuousness and vitality which it 
found throughout .the opera. 

The Dance-Choruses were per- 
formed by the society two years 
ago. and due to the acclaim with 
which., they were, received- at-that 
time, they arc' repeated again this 
season.

Rearmament Because of this, 
keen rivalry has always existed 
between the two Institutions. 

The McGiir Debating Society has 
invited Brigadier McCarthy, Mr - 
J. B. Stirling. Past President of the 
Boara of Trade, and Mr. M. E. Mos- 
covlch, Q.C.. to act as judges for 
the debate, and Professor J. Mal- 
lory of the Political Science De- 
partment will act as chairman. 

Ait Lcznoff, a first year medical 
student, was winner of the Bovey 
Shield and Pnpineau Cup several 
years ago, and was a past member 
of the Debating Society Executive. 
He was on the team which defeated 
West Point last year during their 
visjt to Canada. Chuck Taylor, 
winner of the Rhodes Scholarship, 
was a finalist in the Paplncau Cup 
last >ear, a former member of the 
Debating Executive, ond represen- 
ted McGill when they debated 
against Tufts College last year.

Prof. Nicholas Ignatieff, war-tlms 
Ivad of the British War Offices 
intelligence section on Russia , and 
new warden of ( Hart House, Uni- 
versity of Toronto, will address a 
student meeting in the Union Club- 
fïom at 1 p.m. today. 

Son of a family deeply rooted in 
Russian history, Warden Ignatieff 
is rated as a foremost expert on 
Russian affairs. His grandfathi 
vas prime minister to Alexander 
II. and his father minister of edu- 
cation in the last cabinet of Tsr.; 
N-cholas. In 1919 the family flct'l 
the Communist regime to England 

Warden Ignatieff has Just recent- 
ly been named director of th>> 
forthcoming fifth International Stu- 
dent Service (ISS> seminar in In 
dia, for which three scholarship.' 
hive been offered McGill undi-r 
graduate students. His address to- 
day Is being sponsored by the cam 
pus ISS committee. 

A trained engineer, Prof. Igna- 
tieff went overseas in 1910 as v 
lieutenant in the Royal Canadian 
Engineers. Because of his know- 
ledge of the Russians he was post- 
ed to the British War Office for 
intelligence duties to assist in plot- 
ting the probable actions of ihf 
Russian allies, who volunleeieu

He became head ot this section 
i>f intelligence and was decorated 
bv the British and Americans, He 
retired with the rank of Lleut-Cul- 
or.cl In 1047.

Her proposal is that two women representa- 
tives on the S.K.C. would make a public ap- 
peal at --the beginning of the year for women 
interested in this committee'. I fail to sec 
where this is nn improvement over the pre- 
sent system whereby the members me elected. 
If the appeal should be so successful t lint yon 
'invc a deluge of volunteers how then could 
a committee be set up without the favoritism 
and cliquishhess of which Miss Drnpcr nc- 
cused the Women's Union of in her letter of 
January 31. To me this , system lends itself 
more readily to this than a campus wide elec- 
tion. 

< Is it not better to hnve smaller organiza- 
tions which can devote their entire energy tn 
problems pertaining to a specific group with 
representation on a larger overall executive 
than a,n extensive nnd unwieldy organization 
such as the S.K.C. could become. If we are 
going tn place the Women's Union under SRC 
why not the Men's Union as well? Then we 
could have an immense organization with the 
centralization of power and leadership in the 
hands of n few. 

Miss Drnpcr is one who has encouraged 
women to take a greater interest in campus 
activities, to fill executive positions, yet. and 
* must admit I fail tn understand her reason- 
ing on this. point, she proposes to abolish the 
very group in which women do take an active 
part and do occupy executive positions. How 
great a chance has a woman of attaining the 
presidency of the S.E.C? Will the leadership 
given by the Chairman of the Women's In- 
terests Committee nf the S.F..C. compare with 
that exercised by the President of the Wom- 
en's Union?

can remember a striking example 
that can testify to this fact. One 
of the delegates who. arrived late 
at the Seminar was a European girl 
who had been through a great deal 
during the war and since. What she 
had seen had quite convinced hrr 
that there was no love lost he. 
tween peoples. She arrived .ready 
to encounter a polite sense of hos- 
tility, and a contact with others 
restricted to formal discussion. She 
was genuinely amazed at what she 
saw. Within a few days ahe had 
entered fully Into the corporate 
like of the Seminar. Her faith In 
International friendship was re 
vlved — I should say, recreated — 
by this experience. The Seminar 
was without doubt a unique exper- 
ience In her life. 

Creates Its Own History 
But It Is virtually a unique 
phenomenon In the world as well. 
In this small, tcmuporary world, 
the antipathic and Lostllstus that 
exist in its larger counterpart 
disappear almost entirely. It is 
prepared, as I said, to create its own 
history, not to be mlréd in the 
conditions created by another. Here 
one can achieve an objectivity 
that one cannot find elsewhere In 
In the active life of society any- 
where In the globe. At my Seminar" 
there were delegates from both 
France and Germany. There was 
no strain In their relations. They 
could talk of mutual problems 
without hostility. One of the 
French delegates once said, "In 
Europe, this would be impossible; 
people remember too well the past." 
In the Seminar, this aspect of the 
past could be forgotten, if only for 
a while and in, this lies one of Us 
greatest contributions 
modern student life.

Dr. Williams: Mathematician

"Most people think of . mathe-, 
mattes as something like book- 
keeping; as a subject that Is down 
to earth . . . They don't think of 
the architect as a bricklayer." 
Those are the words of mathe- 
matician; a man who describes 
mathematics as "a language: a very 
accurate and succlnt method of say- 
ing a great many things." 

Professor W. L. G. Williams has 
been with -McGiU's Department ot 
Mathematics for twenty-eight 
years. His 1 kindly manner and sin- 
cere love of his subject have en- 
abled him, through the years, to

! introduce hundreds ot advanced 
fields in the "beautiful poetic sub- 
ject - ' that has been his life's wrok. 

"Mathematics is something of a 
humanistic subject. It gives you 
something higher thnn the ordinary 
life from day to day, Important as 
that may be." 

Dr. Williams did undo/graduate 
work at Haverford College, Phila- 
delphia, concentrating his studies 
on modern languages. He honored 
in mathematics at Oxford on a 
Rhodes Scholarship; received his 



Ph.D. from the University of Chi- 
cago in 1020. His field of study was 
higher arithmetic: theory of num- 
bers. 

. He claims that he stressed ma- 
thematics In hit course of study 
because "I was less stupid In that 
than anything else"; teaches It 
because "I don't know anything 
else; and not much of that, I'm 
afraid." Nevertheless he Is a Fel- 
low of the. Royal Society, treas- 
urer of the Canadian Mathemati- 
cal Congress (which he was. In- 
strumental In organising), and, 
since 1934, has been full professor 
In Hie Department. He has repre- 
sented the University at Interna- 
tional gatherings of mathemati- 
cians. 

In Dr. Williams' Engineering 
Building office mathematical texts 
in many languages arc stacked amid 
geometrical models snd old exam 
books on a crowded desk. He wlH 
pick up a Norwegian text as casual- 
ly as one written in English. "A 
fortiori," "11 saut aux yeux"; foreign 
terms and phrases, all a part of 
the international language ot ma- 
thematics, sparkle through his lect- 
ures to first — and second-year

It is my belief that student gov. 
eminent has, in the past year, been 
run to the general satisfaction of 
tho majority. I do not propose, 
therefore, a large number of de 
tailed changes, but rather a. shift 
In emphasis on three, main points. 
1, Co-ordinated Financial Aid 
While definitely favouring the 
present policy of underwriting stud 
ent actviltles such as Clubs, Dances, 
and the Red and White -Revue, 1 
feel that this Bhould be'more effi 
ciently • co-ordinated.-' During my 
tenure of • offlco as Commcrco re 
! preventative on the S.E.Ç,, and as 
Chairman of the Finance Depart 
ment of that organization, I have 
noted, unnecessary disbursements 
of student funds, because of the 
assumption that "The S.E.C.. will 
cover the losses." This most un 
realistic attitude has two harmful 
effects: 

(1) It reduces the surplus needed 
for capital repairs over the summer 
months to Student's Society equip- 
ment, such as the Union; 

(2) li encourages an attitude will 
respect to finances which would 
not he tolerated In future life. 

This can only be overcome by 
a more systematic and efficient po- 
licy. I favour co-ordinated aid, but 
not a give-away program. 
2 Student Athletic Autonomy: 
McGill has, in the past,' been 
rèspccted for her non-professional 
attitude toward sports. During the 
same period It has been our proud 
boast that the students played a 
more active role In the organlza- 
tion of athletics, than In almost 
any North American University. It 
Is my experience tfiat the above 
facts are not unrelated. I therefore 
I regret an appreciable trend toward 
I faculty control and professionalism 



I In recent years. 

ÎThc reorganized S.A.C. has done 
an excellent Job over the past year, 
''but there are still flaws in our 
.sports hierarchy. Students must 
'hâve greater representation at all 
I levels of the athletic organization 
' and particularly on the important 
I Athletic Board, the membership of 
which presently consists of ,3 stu- 
dents, 3 graduates and 3 faculty 
, representatives. Diie to the student! 
limited tenure of office, a con- 
siderable shift toward graduate and 
faculty control - has gone largely 
unnoticed.' 

I will make It my duty to curb 
this trend and will work toward - 
f «rcator autonomy for the athletic 
Representatives of the students. 
'Encouragement of minor sports is 
intrinsically bound up with the 
above attitude. 

3. Inter-Universlly Relations: 
I make no pretense of extensive 
knowledge concerning N.F.C.U.S. 
arid I.S.S. I have ncverthless be- 
come familiar with certain of .the 
larger issues involved. 

There has been considerable dis- 
'cusslon recently concerning a se- 
parate I.S.S, fund raising campaign 
I on the campus. McGill's contribu- 
tion to this organization has been 
unfavourably compared to smaller 
* universities. 



Personally, I resent percentage

tributions. The Combined Charities 

Fund was set up In order to co- 

• ordinate financial appeals. I sec no 
reason why I.S.S. or any other 

" £ roup should envisage a break with

^1) To give eminence to the Un- 
dergraduate Societies' Presidents 
Committee in setting policies and 
In carrying them out as they rep- 
resent thé* entire student body. Con- 
sequently the Undergraduate Socle 
tics should have complete control of 
their finances, being responsible for 
budgeting to the Undergraduate 
Societies President's Committee.- 

(2) To maintain, and not to ac 
celerate the accumulation of a sur- 
plus. I do not intend to plunge the 
Society Into debt, and cause undue 
hardships for the future, but I do 
think that students should receive 
maximum benefits from the fees 
that they pay today; Slashing budg 
cts and instituting "no-actlvillcs 
weeks'* will not achieve this aim, 

(3) To supplement the quorum 
presently required for Student So 
ciety meetings with the referendum 
as a last resort to decide on mo- 
tions presented to the Students So- 
ciety. Its practice was started last 
year and should' be carried on to 
ensure a progressive student gov 
ernment. 

(4) To- strive for more active 
student participation In" all act! 
villes sponsored by the Society 
and yet maintain the high schol- 
astic standing that Is called for. 

(5) To support the numerous 
clubs and societies on the campus 
to the utmost,' financially and mor- 
ally, and to encourage their aid 
in inviting well-known personal- 
ities to speak to these various 
groups. 

(6) To work for the establish- 
ment of a new Union. 

These are some of the Items of 
deep interest which I shall always 
keep In mind. Besides these, I 
pledge myself to carry out all the 
duties and assignments required of 
the President of the Students 
Society to the best of my ability, 
and to serve for the better Inte- 
rests of the student body on the 
Students Executive Council and

What Is the best way to tackle 
a mathematics courser Start at 
the beginning of the book and 
work through as far aa'you can, 
Dr. Williams recommends. Usual- 
ly youH get bogged down in a 
relatively short time. Start over 
at the beginning and you'll find 
you ran get a little further each 
try. 

Attempt to work out each prob- 
lem yourself even if It's given as 
a proposition in the text. Even if 
the effort meets with no apparent 
success you'll, be able to look nt the 
problem wltb more Intelligence 
when you do consult the book. 

Dr. Williams has been active for 
years In two non-mathmatlcal fields 
of work: he is a leader In a local 
Quaker group; serves as provincial 
chairman for the Save the Children 
Fund, an International charitable 
organization. 

Dr. Williams notes that McGIII's 
Department of Mathematics has 
expanded greatly through the 
years; the number of honors stud- 
ents has Increased substantially 
since before the war.
